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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1 and 87 are allowable. Claims 6, 8-11,1 3-1 5, 1 8-1 9, 90, 92, and 94-1 02, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of an election requirement, require 
all the limitations of an allowable claim. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 
821.04(a), the election requirement between species l-XII, as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 4-7-2006, is hereby withdrawn and claims 6, 8-11, 13-16, 18-19, 90, 
92, and 94-102 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant(s) are advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 
443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15,18,19,26,87-92 and 94-102 are allowed. 

3. Regarding claims 1 and 87, the prior art does not teach or make obvious the use 
of a controller that/means for: 

• Predicting a traveling path of the vehicle on the basis of the steering angle 
detected by the steering angle detector/detecting means, and 
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• Guidelines prolonged from lines defining width of the vehicle on the image of 
the area existing in the advancing direction, 
within the context of claims 1 and 87 taken as a whole. 

Conclusion 

4. This action is the same as the allowance made 8-21-2007 except that claim 16 is 
not allowed. Claim 16 was allowed in error, and does not chare the allowable features of 
claims 1 and 87. The error was noticed by Arianna Gus on 10-16-2007.
